retary birds travel In pa're, male and 
female. If disturbed or pursued their 
pace Is about as fast as tunt of n run- 
ning horse. They seldom use their 
wings nrid If compelled to do so can 
soar to n considerable height They 
bnlld bulky nests, rind where trees are 
to be bnd tbey select one fifty to a 
hundred feet above the ground. Their 
nesta arc built of stiafcs nnd sods, lined 
with grass, and measure ns much ns 
five feel In diameter and three feet In 
thickness. As n rule only two eggs nre 
laid. 
Incubation takes six weeks, 


•which Is done by the female. The 
yonng have to remain In their nests 
several months before they can stand 
on their long, slender legs, which are 
very weak and brittle. Tbe young 
easily break their legs If dlslurbed.-
